About ti o’clock car No. 8 in charge 
of Motorman John Whan and Con­

London, June *21.—The reports of Ad­ 
miral Seymour’s arrival at Pekin and of 
the safety of the foreign legations, 
originating from Chinese sources and 
cabled to this city from Shanghai, are 
still unverilid . 
However, the Italian 
Consul at Shanghai has wired to the 
Italian foreign minister, Marquis Vis- 
oonti-Venosta, that the legations are 
safe. 
The rebellion is spreading far and 
wide. There is an impression in diplo­ 
matic circles here and on the continent 
that the allies have not vet grappled 
with the situation effectively, and that 
even 50,000 troops would be powerless 
to do much to control 4,000,000 square 
miles. 
W a s h i n g t o n , .tune 21.— The navy de­ 
partment has just given out the follow­ 
ing statement regarding the contents of 
a dispatch 
from Admiral 
Kempff, 
brought from Taku to Chefoo and for­ 
warded to Commander Taussig, of the 
Yorktown: 
“The department has received a cable­ 
gram from Admiral Kempff, dated June 
20. 
He says the Taku forts were cap­ 
tured by the other foreign forces: that 
heavy firing was heard at Tien Tsiu on 
the evening of the 17th inst. 
He is 
making common cause with the foreign 
powers for general protection. 
There 
are 300 Americans ashore. Oil May 31 
the number of foreign troops in Pekin 
was 430. There are 6,000 mea ashore 
now at Chefoo aud about 3,000 troops 
Russian, German and English have just 
arrived.” 
The Russians guarding Tien Tsin, ac­ 
cording to another report, fired artillery 
and rifles June 15 at a range of CO yards 
into dense crowds of attacking Boxers’ 
and killed 300.

The original program w as to renom i­ 
nate M cKinley yesterday and to nom i­ 
nate the candidate for vice president to­ 
day, but the national Republican com ­ 
m ittee had m ade a com pact w ith the 
local Philadelphia com m ittee to keep 
the convent ion here for three days, and it 
was feared th at lf the nom ination for 
president was made yesterday the conven­ 
tion might take the bit in its teeth and 
wind up the proceedings before dark. All 
the preparations for the president’s re­ 
nomination a t yesterday a session had 
loen perfected. 
Knowing the tem per of 
the delegates and the crowds Mr. H anna 
inoided to take no risk*. And consequently 
the immense throngs which blackened the 
vast amphitheater yesterday were "compelled 
to content themselves w ith the routine inci­ 
dent ; connected with the permanent organi­ 
zation, an oration by Senator Lodge, the per­ 
m anent chairm an, and the scene which at- 
tended the unanimous adoption of the plat­ 
form. 
Then they returned to the city to w ait an­ 
other 24 hours for tile nom inations, which 
they have travelled, some hundreds, some 
thousand* of miles, to witne**. It w'as a great 
tisappointinent to most of them .

WILLIAM HENRY HARRISON OF HAMILTON COUNTY. 


The military career of W illiam Henry Harrison was no less distinguished 
than his career in civil life. 
They both form an im portant part of the 
early history of the nation, the State 
of Ohio and the Northwest, and there 
fore need not be recounted in detail. 
He was born in Charles City county, 
Virginia. February 9, 1773, and obtain­ 
ed a practical, if not a thorough, edu­ 
cation 
at 
Hampden 
Sidney 
college. 
Through family influence and connec­ 
tions he was brought into close rela­ 
tions with General W ashington and. 
as a youth, enjoyed the friendship and 
friendly influences of that great cap­ 
tain and statesman. 
In 1791 he received a commission in 
the army and came to the Northwest 
territory, where he was later crowded 
with such signal military and civic 
'honors. 
For a time he served on the 
staff of General Anthony Wayne in his 
operations against the Indians and 
their no less savage allies. 
By succes­ 
sive promotions he became the leader 
of important operations, and in the 
war of 1812 became a major general, 
controlling 
the 
military 
operations 
along the western and northern fron­ 
tiers. 
His civil services were coeval with and coequal to his military achieve­ 
ments. 
He was delegate from the Noithwcst territory in the Fifth congress, 
and later secretary of the Northwest territory under Governor A rthur St 
Clair. 
He was the first governor 
of Indiana territoiy. 
After retiring from 
that office he returned to Ohio, where many additional honors awaited him 
No official honor was too exalted or too arduous for him to fill with fidelity 
and honor. 
As clerk of the court of Hamilton county he was no less 
respected than as a member of congress, a senator or as president of the 
republic. 
During the territorial era he served both as delegate in congress and 
as territorial secretary, and was one of the foremost advocates of Ohio’s 
early statehood. 
He became the first governor of the territory of Indiana, 
was the first United States senator elected to the presidency, and the first 
president to die in office. 
When Harrison county was erected and organized 
by the act of Jan. 2, 1813, it was named In his honor, and all the Harrison 
townships in the state were similarly named upon their organization. 
In politics during his earlier years he was a Democrat of the Jefferson 
school, aggressive at first, but becoming gradually more conservative. 
Aa 
a presidential elector in 1820 he voted for Jam es Monroe of Virginia. 
In 
1824 he headed the electoral ticket for Henry Clay of Kentucky, 
party passed out of organized existence in national politics 
preceding the campaign of 1824, and in the break-up General Harrison 
found himself in close political alliance with his personal friend, Henry Clay 
and became one of tke original founders of the W hig party, of which h> 
became the successful leader 12 and 16 years later, when he was electee) 
president. 
The election of John Quincy Adams in 1824 was a compromise rathci 
than an expression of political opinion. 
While it was a defeat for ii 
divided Democratic party led respectively by Andrew Jackson of Tenners 
and William H. Crawford of Georgia, it was in no sense a triumph lo 
either the disintegrating Federal or the crystallizing W hig party, hut the 
result of a coalition between the friends of Adams, Clay and Crawford j 
the house of representatives, where the presidential election was settled 
Jackson having wihtin a few votes a majority of all the electoral college, 
and a larger popular vote than any two of his competitors. 
In 1820-1821 General Harrison served in the state senate from Hamitic 
county, and was conspicuous for his firmness, ability and farseeing stam ­ 
ina nsh ip and conservatism. 
He put himself on record as opposed to th 
principle of the Missouri Compromise, while deprecating the agitation 
< 
the sectional slavery question, which he foresaw would finally eventuate .1 


civil conflict. 
On another line, while in the Ohio legislature, he framed, reco m m en d s 
and had placed on the statute books the most drastic law perhaps ever 
enacted by an American legislative body. 
It pertained to the reserved rigor- 


of the state. 
This was the act outlawing a great corporation chartered by congree 
and known as the Bank of the United States, of unsavory memory. 
In 1818 
the Bank of the United States opened two branches in Ohio, and was doing 
an immense business, which threatened, as it was believed, to drain

Several people who were aboard a 
street car returning from the bicycle 
races yesterday afternoon had a most 
miraculous escape from death.

However, rho Italian 
Consul at Shanghai has wired to the 
Italian foreign minister, Marquis Vis- 
con ti-Venosta, that the legations are 
safe. 
The rebellion is spreading far and 
wide. There is an impression in diplo­ 
matic circles here and on the continent 
that the allies have not yet grappled 
with the situation effectively, and that 
even 50,OOO troops would be flowerless 
to do much to control 4,000,000 square 
miles. 
W ashington', .Tune 21.—The navy de­ 
partment has just given out the follow­ 
ing statement regarding the contents of 
a dispatch 
from 
Admiral 
Kempff, 
brought from Taka to Chefoo and for­ 
warded to Commander Taussig, of the 
Yorktown: 
“ The department has received a cable­ 
gram from Admiral Kempff, dated June 
20. 
He says the Taku forts were cap­ 
tured bv the other foreign forces; that 
heavy firing was heard at Tien T.siu on 
the evening of the 17th inst. He is 
making common cause with the foreign 
powers for general protection. 
There 
are 300 Americans ashore. Oil May 31 
the number of foreign troops in Pekin 
was 430. There are 6,000 men ashore 
now at Chefoo and about 3,000 troops 
Russian, German and English have ju»t 
arrived.” 
The Russians guarding Tien Tsin, ac­ 
cording to another report, fired artillery 
and rifles June 15 at a range of 60 yards 
into dense crowds of attacking Boxers 
and killed 800.

GATHERED TODAY 


At th,* (o tiv c iitio n Y esterday P rin c ip le 
F eature* W ere P ray er, Lodge’* Speech 
and A iloption of P latfo rm , 
P h iladelphia, June21.—The Repub­ 
lican national convention reconvened 
this morning. 
The original program was to renomi­ 
nate McKinley yesterday and to nomi­ 
nate the candidate for vice president to­ 
day, but the national Republican com­ 
mittee hat! made a compact with the 
bx*,a1 Philadelphia committee to keep 
the con vent ion bore for tints; days, and it 
was feared that if the nomination for 
president was made yesterday the conven­ 
tion m ight Hike the bit in its teeth and 
wind up the proceedings before dark. All 
tho preparations for the president’s re­ 
nomination at yesterday a session had 
been perfected. 
K n o w in g the temper of 
Hie delegates and tile crowds Mr. Hanna 
lid d e d to take no risk*. And consequently 
*,he Immense throng* which blackened the 
vast am phitheater yesterday were loo rape ll ad 
to content them selves with the routine inci­ 
d e n t; connected with the perm anent organi­ 
zation, an oration by Senator Lodge, the per­ 
m anent chairm an, and the scene which a t­ 
tended the unaiii minis adoption of the plat­ 
form. 
Then they returned to the city to w ait an­ 
other 24 hours for the nom inations, which 
they have travel lad. some hundreds, some 
thousands of miles, to Witness. It wa* a great 
iisappointm ent to m ost of them. 
The ma- 
thinery of the convention m oved so smoothly 
yesterday that the seas on did not afford them 
an opportunity to let. off steam, 
It was under 
the d irection of Hanna. 
At one point when 
the convention scraped on a sandbar over a 
proposition advance I bv ex-Senator Quay, of 
Pennsylvania, to cu td o w n the representation 
of the southern states in future conventions 
to a basis of votes polled for the republican 
candidate, the lever was reversed, and the con­ 
vention promptly backed off, thus avoiding- 
the threatened shoal My postponing a decision 
nnon the subject until today. 
The southern delegates, w ithout regard to 
color, race or previous condition, arc very 
much incensed over w hat they regard as a 
blow at their power til national conventions, 
and the growl they em itted indicates th a t they 
propose to tight in th eir effort to avert it. 
Quay was given an ovation when he arose to 
offer his resolution. 
Again Governor Roosevelt carried off the 
honors. 
His entrance was again the signal for 
the most p ro n o u n c e dem onstration of the 
mOssian. It was aa dram atic as th a t of Tues­ 
day and was practically a repetition of his ex 
parlance then. 
A prayer followed the calling of the conven­ 
tion to order yesterday.

June 21.—The resolu­ 
tion introduced by ex-Senator Quay, in 
the convention, relating to the rear­ 
rangement of the basis of representa­ 
tion in future national conventions, has 
created a sensation, particularly among 
the delegations from the southern states. 
Igtst night the interest manifested in 
the proposition was scarcely second to 
that aroused by the contest for the vice 
presidency. 
Four years ago Henry C. Payne, na­ 
tional committeeman from Wisconsin, 
proposed to the national committee an 
amendment to the rules providing that 
thereafter delegates to Republican na­ 
tional conventions should be selected on 
ti e basis of one delegate for every IO,- 
OOO Republican votes cast at the previ­ 
ous presidential election. 
The proposi­ 
tion was widely discussed at the time, 
but after mature consideration the na­ 
tional committee decided to tuke no ac­ 
tion upon it. 
At various times since the campaign 
of 1896 the question of changing the ba­ 
sis of representation hail been discussed 
informally. 
Last December, when the national 
committee met in Washington to select 
the time aud place for holding the pres- 
ent convention, Mr. Payne again brought 
forward bin proposition and earnestly 
advocated us adoption. 
The commit­ 
tee1* however, decided that it bud uo 
authority to Like any action upon the 
question. Jt was held that, before th» 


committee properly could pass upon tne 
question, a national convention of the 
party would have to instruct to do so. 
Mr. Payne dropped the matter at 
that t’nie so far as he personally was 
concerned, but lately the fire which has 
been smouldering has been fanned into 
a flame, partly by the earnestness of the 
Rhode Island delegation to this convell 
tion. 
Senator Quay, of Pennsylvania, rose 
and offered the following resolution as 
an am endm ent to the committee's re- 
[xiri:

“That hereafter each state shall be 
entitled to four delegates-at-large and 
one additional delegate for IO,OOO votes 
or a majority of the fraction thereof 
cast at tin- last presidentiaPelection for 
the republican electors aud six delegates

methods for the election of such dele­ 
gates shall tx* provided for by the na­ 
tional committee,” 
The reading of the resolution was re­ 
ceived with applause, particularly from 
the New 
England, 
New York and 
P ennsylvania delegations. 
Among the 
delegates from the southern states there 
was manifest uneasiness. 
At the 
suggestion of 
Mr. Quay, 
promptly seconded by General Bing­ 
ham, it went over until to-day. 
Last night General Bingham said that 
the committee on rules would bring the 
rest lution bef ore the convention today 
in ail amended form. 
It will provide 
for a reference of the question of 
changing the basis of representation to 
the national committee with instruc­ 
tions to take action upon it, in accord­ 
ance with the spiritfiof the resolution 
presented by Mr. Quay. 
As it is the 
pending question before the convention 
its discussion will begin as soon as the 
convention convenes, 
add Chinese 
Last night the resolution was the prin­ 
cipal topic of discussion among the del­ 
egates. 
Those from the southern states 
were working like beavers to stem the 
tide which seems to be running toward 
the adoption of the resolution. 
They declared that its adoption meant 
death to Republicanism in the south. 
They were presenting their case to ev­ 
ery northern delegation. 
The proposi­ 
tion had strong backing iii the New 
Eng aud states, in New York aud Penn­ 
sylvania, and in 
the 
northwestern 
states. 
So strong was the feeling among the 
southern delegates that many of them 
were prepared to trade their votes for 
the Vici* presidency for votes against 
the resolution. 
Indeed, this offer was 
made openly iii a number of instances. 
Iu explanation of the reasons winch 
actuated Mr. Quay in presenting the 
resolution, Senator Penrose, of Penn­ 
sylvania, said tonight, after expressing 
his belief that the proposition would be 
adopted : 
“Colonel Quay offered the amend­ 
ment because he knows the proposition 
is popular in the northern states. 
“The great states of New York and 
Pennsylvania, with 16.000 population, 
are sulxirdmated in influence to south­ 
ern states that do not deliver an elec­ 
toral vote, and we propose to equalise 
matters. 
We believe it is fair aud we 
will insist on the adoption of the new 
rule.”

Roosevelt from the question tm* canvas 
showed that the only other candidates 
were Dolliver, Long and Woodruff, al­ 
though the latter had few promises of 
support outside his own delegation. 
lafay ette Young, who had been cham 
pioning (he candidacy of R<-prose ii ta 
tive Dolliver, said that aq other name 
than that of Theodore Roosevelt would 
be presented. 
“ I understand that Mr. 
H anna will present Governor Roose­ 
v elt,” he said, “and if th at is true, it is 
useless to name any other man, and 
Roosevelt will be nom inated by aecia 
m ation.” 
New York state will not be embar 
passed i'l its selection of Lieutenant 
Governor Woodruff as its candidate. 
It is indeed possible that Lieutenant 
Governor Woodruff may himself make 
tho motion on behalf of New York state 
to 8iisj)ond the rules and make Roose­ 
v elt’s nomination unanimous.

the probable way that New York will 
relieve itself. 
it may lie said definitely that fSkiver- 
nor Roosevelt understands this and, with 
equal positiveness, it may be declared 
that he will accept the nomination 
He 
had made a brilliant fight, a fight rather 
unprecedented in political annals be­ 
cause it had been to prevent a nomina­ 
tion, not to obtain it. 
He has beaten 
the political leaders in his own state; he 
has demonstrated his ability to play at 
political checkers.

She im m ense throng* which blackened the 
vast amphitheater yesterdny were Com pelled 
to content them selves with the routine inci­ 
dent : connected wish the permanent organi­ 
zation, an oration by Senator Lodge, the per­ 
manent chairman, and the scene which a t­ 
tend!**! the unanimous adoption of the p la t­ 
form. 
Then they re tu rn e d to th e city to w ait an ­ 
other 24 hours for th** nom inations, w hich 
they have travelled, som e hundreds, som e 
thousands of miles, to w itness. 
It was a g re a t 
tisappointinent to moat of them . 
T he m a­ 
rie nery of the eon vent ion m oved ho sm oothly 
yesterday th a t the sew* on did n o t afford them 
an o p p o rtu n ity to let off steam ,

QUAY’S RESOLUTION 


RAISED EXCITEMENT

P h il a d e l p h ia . June 21.—The resolu­ 
tion introduced by ex-Senator Quay, in 
the convention, relating to the rear­ 
rangem ent of the basis of representa­ 
tion in future national conventions, has 
created a sensation, particularly among 
the delegations from the southern states. 
Last night the interest manifested in 
the proposition was scarcely second to 
that aroused by the contest for the vice 
presidency. 
Four years ago Henry C. Payne, na­ 
tional committeeman from Wisconsin, 
proposed to the national committee ail 
amendm ent to the rules providing that 
thereafter delegates to Republican na­ 
tional conventions should be selected on 
the basis of one delegate for every 10,- 
000 Republican votes cast at the previ­ 
ous presidential election. 
The proposi­ 
tion was widely discussed at the time, 
but after m ature consideration the na­ 
tional committee decided to take no ac­ 
tion upon it. 
At various times since the campaign 
of 1896 the question of changing the ba­ 
sis of representation had been discussed 
informally. 
Last December, when the national 
committee m et in W ashington to select 
the time and place for holding the pres­ 
ent convention. Mr. Pay ne again brought 
forward his proposition aud earnestly 
advocated irs adoption. 
The commit­ 
tee, however, decided that it had no 
authority to ta Ire any action upon the 
question. Jt was boid that, before th® 


committee properly could pass upon the 
question, a national convention of the 
party would have to instruct to do so. 
Mr. Payne dropped the m atter at 
that time so far as he personally was 
concerned, but lately the fire which has 
teen smouldering has teen fanned into 
a flame, partly by the earnestness of the 
Rhode Island delegation to this convell 
tiou. 
Senator Quay, of Pennsylvania, rose 
find offered the following resolution as 
,m amendment to the comm ittee's re- 
ixiri: 
. .. . 
“ That hereafter each state shall be 
entitled to four delegates-at-large and 
o n e additional delegate for IO,OOO votes 
or a m ajority of the fraction thereof 
cast at the last presidential cie* Don for 
the republican electors and six delegates 
from each organized territory aud tile 
District of Columbia 
and that 
the 
m e th o d s for tile election of such dele­ 
gates shall be provided for by the na­ 
tional committee,” 
The reading of the resolution was re­ 
c e iv e d w ith applause, particularly from 
the New 
England, 
New York aud 
Pennsylvania delegations. 
Among tho 
delegates from the southern states there 
was manifest uneasiness. 
At the 
suggestion of 
Mr. Quay, 
promptly seconded by General Bing­ 
ham, it went over until to-day. 
Last night General Bingham said that 
the committee on rules would bring the 
resolution before the convention today 
in an amended form. 
It will provide 
for a reference of the question of 
changing the basiB of representation to 
the national committee w ith instruc­ 
tions to take action upon it, in accord­ 
ance w ith the spirit£of the resolution 
presented by Mr. Quay. 
As it is the 
pending question before the convention 
its discussion will begin as soon as the 
convention convenes, 
add Chinese 
Last night the resolution was the prin­ 
cipal topic of discussion among the del­ 
egates. 
Those from the southern states 
were working like beavers to stem the 
tide winch seems to be running toward 
the adoption of the resolution. 
They declared th at its adoption meant* 
death to Republicanism in the south. 
They were presenting their case to ev­ 
ery northern delegation. 
The proposi­ 
tion bad strong backing in the New 
England states, iii New York and Penn­ 
sylvania, and in 
the 
northw estern 
states. 
So strong was the feeling among the 
southern delegates that m any of them 
were prepared to trade their votes for 
the vice presidency for votes against 
the resolution. 
Indeed, this offer was 
made openly iii a number of instances. 
In explanation of the reasons w’hich 
actuated Mr. Quay in presenting the 
resolution, Senator Penrose, of Penn- 
svlvania, said tonight, after expressing 
his belief that the proposition would be 
adopted: 
“ Colonel Quay offered the am end­ 
ment because he knows the proposition 
is popular iii the northern states. 
“ The great states of New York and 
Pennsylvania, w ith 15.000 population, 
are subordinated in influence to south­ 
ern states that do not deliver an elec­ 
toral vote, and we propose to equalize 
m atters. 
We believe it is fair and we 
will insist on the adoption of the new 
role.”

WILLIAM HENRY HARRISON O F HAMILTON COUNTY. 


The military career of W illiam Henry Harrison was no less distinguished 
than his career in civil life. 
They both form an important part of the 
early history of the nation, the State 
of Ohio and the Northwest, and there 
fore need not be recounted in detail. 
He was born in Charles City county, 
Vitginia, February 9, 1773, and obtain­ 
ed a practical, if not a thorough, edu­ 
cation 
at

college. 
Through family influence and connec­ 
tions he was brought into clos® rela­ 
tions with General Washington and, 
as a youth, enjoyed the friendship and 
friendly influences of that great cap 
tain and statesman.

sud later secretary of the Northwest territory under Governor Arthur S; 
( ‘lair. 
He was the first governor pf Ind una territory. 
After retiring from 
that office he returned to Ohio, where many additional honors awaited him 
No official honor was too exalted or too arduous for him to fill with fidelity 
and honor. 
As clerk of the court of Hamilton county he was no lese 
resp*! tfd than as a member of congress, a b* nator or as president of th! 
republic. 
During the territorial era he served both as delegate In congress and 
as territorial secretary, and was one of the foremost advocates of Obion 
early statehood. 
He became the first governor of the territory of Indiana 
was the first United States senator elected to the presidency, and the first 
president to die in office 
When Harrison county was erected and organized 
by the act of Jan. 2, 1813, it was named in his honor, and all the Harrison 
townships in the state were similarly named upon their organization. 
In politics during hts earlier years he was a Democrat of the Jefferson 
school, aggressive at first, but becoming gradually more coaservatlve. 
As 
a presidential elector in 1820 he voted for Jarnea Monroe of Virginia. 
In 
1824 he beaded the electoral ticket for Henry Flay of Kentucky. 
The Federal 
party passed out of organized existence In national politics Immediately 
preceding the campaign of 1824, and in the break-up General Harrison 
found him self in close political alliance with his personal friend. Henry Flay 
aud became one of the original founders of the Whig party, of which bi 
b eca m e the successful leader 12 and 16 years later, when he was electo r 
president. 
The election of John Quincy Adums in 1824 was a compromise ruth? ? 
than an »xpression of political opinion. 
While it was a defeat for ti 
divided Democratic party led respectively by Andrew Jackson of Tenne.-s 
and W’jll uin H. Crawford of Georgia.

WILLIAM 
H E N R Y H ARRISO N 
O F HAMILTON 
COUNTY. 


The military 
career of William H en ry H arrison was no less distinguished 
th a n his career in civil life. 
They both form an im p o rta n t p a rt of the 
early history of the nation, the State 
of Ohio and the Northwest, and there 
fore need not he recounted in detail. 
He was Item in Charles City county, 
Virginia, February 9, 1773. and obtain­ 
ed a practical, if not a thorough, edu­ 
cation 
at 
Hampden 
Sidney 
college. 
T hrough family influence and connec­ 
tions he was brought into close rela­ 
tions with General W ashington and. 
as a youth, enjoyed the friendship and 
friendly Influences of that, great cap 
tain and statesman. 
In 1791 he received a commission in 
the arm y and came to the Northwest 
territory, where he was later crow qed 
with such signal military and civic 
honors. 
For a time he served on the 
staff of General A nthony W ayne in his 
opt rations 
against 
th e 
Indians 
and 
their no less savage allies. 
By succes­ 
sive promotions he became the leader 
of important operations, and in the 
w a r of 1812 became a m ajo r general, 
controlling 
the 
military 
operations 
along the western and northern fron­ 
tiers. 
His civil services were coeval with and coequal to his m ilitary achieve­ 
ments. 
He was delegate from the N orthw est territory in the Fifth congress, 
and later secretary of the Northwest territory under Governor Arthur St. 
Clair. 
He was the first governor of Indiana territory. 
After retiring from 
th a t office he returned to Ohio, where many additional honors awaited him 
No official honor was too exalted or too arduous for him to fill with fidelity 
and honor. 
As clerk of the court of Hamilton county he was no less 
respet ted than as a member of congress, a senator or as president of the 
republic. 
During the territorial era he served both as delegate In congress and 
as territorial secretary, and was one of the foremost advocates of Ohio’s 
early statehood. 
He became the first governor of the territory of Indiana, 
was the first United States senator elected to the presidency, and the first 
president to die in office. 
When H arrison county was erected an d organized 
by the act of Jan. 2, 1813, it was named in his honor, and all th e Harrison 
townships in the state were similarly named upon their organization. 
In politics d uring his earlier years he was a Democrat of the Jefferson 
■chook aggressive a t first, but becoming gradually more conservative. 
As 
a presidential elector in 1820 he voted for Jam es Monroe of Virginia. 
In 
1824 he headed the electoral ticket for Henry Clay of Kentucky. 
T he Federal 
party passed out of organized existence in national politics immediately 
preceding the campaign of 1824, and in the break-up General Harrison 
found himself in close political alliance with hi* personal friend, Henry Clay 
and became one of the original founders of the W hig party, of which h* 
became the successful leader 12 and 16 years later, when he was electee 
president. 
The election of John Quincy A d am s in 1824 was a com prom ise rathei 
th a n an *xpression of political opinion. 
While it was a defeat for ll 
divided Democratic party led respectively by Andrew Jackson of Tenners * 
and William H. Crawford of Georgia, It was in no sense a triumph fu 
either the disintegrating Federal or the crystallizing W hig party, hut the 
result of a coalition between the friends of Adams, Clay and Crawford , 
the house of representatives, where the presidential election was settled 
Jackson having wihtin a few votes a m ajority of all the electoral collage.-; 
and a larger popular vote than an y two of his competitors. 
In 1820-1821 General Harrison served in the state senate from H am iltr 
county, and was conspicuous for his firmness, ability and farseeing state 
msnsfiip and conservatism . 
He put himself on record as opposed to th 
principle of th e Missouri Compromise, while deprecating the agitation < 
the sectional slavery question, which he foresaw would finally eventuate ii 
civil conflict. 
On another line, while in the Ohio legislature, he framed, recommendec 
and had placed on the statute books the m ost drastic law perhaps ever 
enacted by an Am erican legislative body. 
It pertained to th e reserved ngntr 
of the state. 
This was the act outlawing a great corporation chartered by congres­ 
s e d known as the B ank of the United States, o f unsavory mem ory. 
In 1818 
the Bank of the United States opened two branches in Ohio, and was doin'-’ 
an immense business, which threatened, aa it wa* believed, to drain thf 
resources of the state. .
